told the Count, that fince neither the Emperor nor 
his Allies, had furnifh’d the Succours they pro- 
nis’d him, he thould be oblig’d to take other Mea- 
fures, and to think-of preferving his Dominions. The 
laft Lecters from Germany confirm, that the Marthal 
de Tallard lefc Villingen the 20th to march and joyn 
the Elettor of Bavaria. "Tis thought he may arrive 
in the Camp under Ausburg about the 2d of Auguft. 


The Marfhal de Villeroy has made a Detachment 
from his Army, which joyn'’d to another from the. 


Body conmimanded by the Count de Coignies are to 
march to Flanders, where they may arrive the 8th 
of next Month. We have Advice, that the Fleer 
commanded by Sir George Rooke arriv’d the 8th in- 
ftant ‘ar Lisbon; the Count de Thouloufe fet Sail 
from the Iflands, of Hieres the 22d ‘and fteer’d for the 
Streights. So thav we expect to hear of Action be- 
tween them.

Heilborn, July 26. Upon the Arrival-of Prince Eu- 
gene of Savoy near Rotweil, the French broke up 
from before Villingen and’march’d towDutlingen, in 
order to march down the “Right fide of the Danube 
to Uim, with all poifible Expedition, for which rea- 
fon, every Soldier carries a certain Quantity of Meal 
for Subfiftance.

Hague, July 31. We have Advice, that the Marhi 
de Tallard haying lain fome days before Villines 
and loft 600 Men in attacking'it, on the receipt of a 
Letter from the Elector of Bavaria preffing him to 
make hafte to his Afiftance, gave over the Siege, and 
the 22d in the Evening march’d towards Bavaria, 
by the way of Donau-E{chingen and Dutlingen. 
The 23d Prince Eugene of Savoy entred Villingen and

Ausburg, July 23. The Army of the Allies being 
adyane’d to Fridberg and Lechhaufen, the French 
and Bavarians abandon’d thofe two Places, and the 
Allies took poft in them. The Elector of Bavaria 
rode to take'a View of them, and narrowly mifs'd 
being kill’d by a Cannon fhor from Fridberg. a 
Army is ftrongly intrench’d: Bread can hardly be 
got here for Money.
